GOVERNOR SEYMOUR. 

His Excellency Governor Seymour arrived 
on Wednesday at ilia capital of that colony 
over whose uovernment lie baa bcerj called 
upon tn preside. Ao eulhusiuatic populution 
have liuilod hiin as the Oral resident Gover- 
nor of Brilish Columbia. In New Westmin- 
ster His Excellency will meet a community 
who have been bitterly opposed to the ad- 
ministration of the past — who have labored 
individually nnd collectively for years, to 
bring about that change which the advent of 
a new and sepurato governor partially itau- 
gurates. He will be nurrounded by men who, 
with all their local divisions and quarrels — 
the ii, separable adjuncts of small communi- 
ties — have been iudissulubly united against 
what they have been accustomed to look 
upon as the common enemy — the Govern* 
meat. The grout luult of the past has been 
undoubtedly a disregard of public opinion. 
No graver ertnr could be committed bv the 
principal functionary of any free coOntry. 
The people muy be wrong, as Ihcj sometimes 
are ; they may be inconsidoiate as is per- 
haps too often the case ; but ihey are, under 
any circumstances, the souices from which 
the revenue is derived, and the instrument 
by which the future greatness of the 
country is to he built. Their opinion, 
as a mutter of courtesy, should be lis telle 
to with respect — their voico ns n 
matter of right should have every 
atteution and weight. It is easy enough at 
any time to obtain a Governor ; — "n brealh 
can malio. him as a breath has made " — but 
the people are beyond the creative faculty 
of kings or dukeB ; they aro equal to the 
monarch in all the attributes of man ; and it 
is simply the itfnoranca of profuni'y that 
leads individual! in authority to ignore that 
position conferred upon them by a mightier 
Potentate than the highest amongst our 
" lordly fellow-worms." 

It has been the custom of supercilious 
Gorernors and senseless subordinates to 
treat Her Majesty's subjects as very good 
material from which lo extract a revenue, 
but as a very interior article horn which to 
take advice. The natural consequence has 
followed — bloodshed, and in some capes re- 
bellion. In every instance, however, the 
people have been the victors— us they must 
always be when opposed to nrrotfance with- 
out abilit; , and authority without re«pect. 
The inhabitants of New Westminster, as well 
as of other towns in BritiMh Columbia, have 
been Stigmatised as mat contents, ayilalor.-i. 
ohroaic grumblers. They have beeu almost 
accused of drawing their daily pabulum from 
political agi-ation, and their ideas of 
Christianity from tho public meeting. We, 
however, see nothing now, nothing strange, 
nothing conlraty to the natural order of 
things in the continued slate of political effer- 
▼esceuce of the peoplo of No* Westminster 
and the niigliburing Colony generally. They 
have simply repented the historical acts of 
the inhnbiianis of every other Brilish Colony 
id its infancy. They havB been laboring 
under serious political ev ls, which tbey have 
striven by agitatiou to overthrow. The per- 
sistency of their ellorts has at Isngth suc- 
ceeded, and the inhabitants now enter upon 

career, relieved of that dead-weight which 
clung around them in the past, with a throt- 
tling pressure. 

Governor Seymour like Governor Kennedy, 
has come to the wise determination to 
leave tho law-making patt of the Gov- 
ernment entirely to the law-makinc brunch. 
The Legislative Council of British Columbia 
cannot, ol couri-e, be called a representative 
body ; hut «uuh us it is, its decisions will be 
in no wise interfered with by His Excellency 
so long ns they nppear to him tn be in accor- 
dance wilh the wishes of tho people. his 
is the only prudent course, as we have pre- 
viously pointed out, for ud English Governor 
to purbue. The people at a ncnerul rule 
will know what ia bust lor their own interests ; 
nnd what ia best tor them is beat for the Go- 
vernor and best for Her Majesty. In the 
neighboring colony a large revenue is raised 
— larger lliun in any othor British colony 
in proportion to the population — and we 
have no doubt His Excellency will second the 
wishes of the inhabitants to have a greater 
conlrol of the colonial receipts lhan ut pres- 
ent, lie will see that, bov ever stDfll in num- 
ber the people may be, they are at all event* 
better capable ol understanding the wanis 
and requirements of tho cuunlry than any 
number ol magistrates, and thut if they 
Ciinuot boast of much classic erudition ihey 
huve, at least the more valuable qiluli 
lieaiion ol '• colonial experience.'' During 
thu present year, every effort ol the 
inhabitants will be put forward to obtain from 
the Imperial authorities the lull measure of 
representative Government. His Excellency 
we aro c> nvinced, will not stand in the way 
of this natural and proper desire on the part 
of the peoplo. No greater impetus, we feel 
certain, cuuld be given to the energy of the 
population than the control of their own af- 
fairs. The modioum of rcprest-nlaiion which 
the inhabitants have enjoyed has been 
turned to the best advantage — whether 
we look nt the praiseworthy labors ol Hie 
Municipal Council, or tho more recent actions 

01 the Legislative body. That they huve 
the lapac'uy to manage their own ufluirs is 
we think ut.undanlly proved by these labors 
— that Ihey huve a ri«ht to do so, may, per - 
haps, be the more readily conceded from 
their contributing over ono hundred thousand 
pounds a year to carry on the government ol 
the crjui try. Governor Seymour tin* the op- 
portufly of making his name revered 
throughout ihe Idnglb and breadth of Britii-h 
Culumbiu, and wo feel assured ho will niit 
allow this occasion lo slip uwuy of assisting 
tho peoplo to obtain self government.

Pbecious Stones. — An old French Cana- 
dian brought into tho city on Wednesday 
evening n piece of granitic rock thickly stud- 
dod with small garnets, about tho Bize of 
Urge pens, and of the usual crystalline form. 
The rook was taken by the discoverer from a 
fidge on the Cowichan trail, nbout 35 miles 
from thii city. The locality has been known 
to him for aomo three years, and somo of the 
garnets have been sent to France for exami- 
nation some time ago, but no answer has 
been received. The finder states that there 
is a whole mountain of similar rock to the 
specimen brought in, whioh is ai lull of the 
crystals as it can possibly be.

To render a de- 
iposit of garnets at all valuable, however, 
they must be or a brilliant color, sufficiently 
■soft to bo perforated without, breaking, nnd 
Hast but not least, they must he within a 
reasonable distance of facilities for nana 
facturing thorn fit for use. It is to be hoped 
that tho quality of tho deposit may be 
thoroughly tested, nnd its value as u, portion 
of our resources ascertained.

COURT OF ABSIZS. 

(sefohb cuief justice camehon-.) 

ThubSDAT, April 21st. 
The Queen vs. Clephane, an Indian, sent 
dowu Irum Nunaimo for trial on a charge of 
stubbing one of his tillioums, catno up ior 
sentence. 

His Honor, through nn interpreter, ad- 
dressed Clephane, telling him he had broken 
the laws, to which he was ametiable the same 
as white people, and it was uo excuse what- 
ever to euy he was drunk. His Honor said 
he would sentence him to mouths' imprison- 
ment with hard labor. 

Tlie Queen vs. Kuk-yah, another Indian — 
Who had pleaded guilty to a charge of as- 
sault, also came up for sentence. 

His Honor said this was a worse ease than 
the preceding one, he would therefore sen- 
tence the prisoner to 12 mouths' imprison- 
ment with hard labor. 

The Qaetn vs. James Murray — Charged 
with stealing a purse from a fellow-lodger, 
Prisoner having pleaded guilty, His Honor 
sentenced hitn lo 12 mouths' imprisonment 
with hard labor. 

Prisoner asked leave to make a statement ; 
ho said he hail engaged Mr. Wight to dnfeud 
him, and had sent lo California for n draft of 
£250 to carry on the defence. Wight hail 
engaged to procure counsel for him, and had 
called nt the gaol on Saturday night last and 
told him that his case was all atranged. 
Next morning, he, prisoner, learnt that Wight 
had left the country. 

His Honor told the prisoner, who is a maa 
of very good address and npoke very fluent- 
ly, that he had nothing to do with Wight ; 
he bad passed sentence on the prisoner in 
accordance with his own confession. 

The Queen vs. Chas. Fisher, charged with 
breaking into the store of J". H. Turner, Lnn 
gley titrset, and stealing therefrom a quantity 
of goods. 

Attorney General Cary opened the ense 
for the prosecution, stating to the jury that 
tho evi lenoe was purely circumstantial ; 
there could be no duubt that the prisoner 
had the goods in bis posscsak-n nnd that he 
had sent his squaw to sell these goods in the 
town. It would bo for the jury to say 
whether the evidence wus sufficient to con- 
vict him. Tim principal witness against the 
prisoner would be his squaw, and it tier evi 
dance was sufficient to criminate the prisoner 
in their opinion, the case would be wound 
up here, which silhmld have been wound up 
in the police court. • 
J. H. Turner sworn ; testified that last lall 
he had a store in Laugley street, containing 
among other coods, hair nets and coats ; 
witness identified the coat and dressos, 
which were produced, as his property. The 
hair nets were also of the same quality as 
those stolen from him, nnd he believed there 
were none or the same quality elsewhere in 
ityt had not seen the nets again tili they 
wero brought b'y Kitty the squaw to his 
store for B:ile, last Saturday week. 

Cross-examined by Mr. King: — Knew the 
coat by the quality of the cloth, as be knew 
the coat he wore; knew ulso tho nels and 
dresses by the pattern. 

Harry Wlliner, Sergeant of Police, sworn: 
— searched the prisoner's house last Saturday 
week, and f nind the five dresses and tw.. 
coats produced in court; had given prisoner 
the usual caution, who then said he had 
bought the goods at a sale, and had Bent 
Kill) round to Midi them; afterwards said lm 
bail somo connection with the San Juan 
Packet, and had brought the goods ftom 
across the Souud; witness had got the nets 
in McCutohan & Oallingham's store, Fort 
street. 

Win. John Callingham, sworn; — Kitty the 
squaw brought the nets into his store lor 
sale, nnd while she was there Mr. Turner 
came in and asked him to detain her while 
ho went for a policeman, aa he belioved the 
goods weio his. 

Kitty, an Indian woman, sworn through 
the intoi prater Crate, testified !ha! two men 
brought the goods to her; Fisher was th' re 
and saw the goods brought in ; this was bo- 
(oio the enow began to fall, a little while be 
line tho gun fired ; tho goods were wrapped 
up in paper; thu men's names were Frank 
and Kill ; Frank had plenty of hair, Bill had 
none (laughter) ; she would know them again 
il sin? saw them ; Bill is now in gaol ; her 
man, Fisher, bought the goods for S-10 ; sho 
wanted to sell Ilium bill no Ltoston man would 
buy them, neither would her friends, saying 
they woro " wako cbsch." 

Frank Hill, sergeant of polico, sworn — 
Testified to finding tho goods in Fisher's 
bouse. 

His Honor recalled Sergeant Wilmer, and 
asked him what Kitty had said to him. 

Mr. HTlig objected that they could uot tako 
hunr say evidence 

His ilonnrsaid Kitty was Fisher's agent, 
nnd ruled that Wilmer should bo examined, 
which was done, but nothing further elicited. 

Attorney-General Gary aid ho now had 
evidence to criminate the mnn Hill of steal- 
ing, and as ho had no evidence of theft 
against Fisher ho must ask His Honor to 
acquit him and icmaud him on a charge ol 
receiving slnlen goodu. 

Mr. King said that the prisoner was virtu- 
ally acquitted, and as this was a gajl deliv- 
ery, ho would ask if the prisoner was to bo 
kept for threo months in gaol, thus anticipat- 
ing punishment which possibly was not de- 
served. 

His Honor instructed the jury lo find a 
verdiot of not guilty, ns thoro was no evidence 
to criminal thu prisoner. 

The jury rotuinod a verdipt of " not guilty" 
without leaving the box, and the prisoner

two yea's ago the'Ilt. Kev. Bishop Demurs 
applied lo the Hot.se of Assembly_ lor some 
pecuniary uid towards tho erection of a 
school house at Cowichan. for a number ol 
Indian boys who were very desirous of be- 
ing taught, and who, to judge by the liltle 
beginning they had already made, had proved 
^ory apt to learn. He know well enough the 
Assistance songht for would be refused, ns it 
certainly was, on tho gronud that the school 
would be " sectarian," as tho principles 
adopted in this colony would have it. 

Tho Bishop was left to manage and keep 
up the school as best he could. As to the 
Indian girls, they were yet negleotod ; but 
owing to the reinforcement that oume to the 
Sisters of St. Ann last stunner he has been 
able to accomplish the so long-desired object 
of opening a school for them, tho good, and 
jealous Sisters only wnit.ng for the house to 
bo built to undertake the hard task of edu- 
cating tho Indian girls. They wore also to 
have the children of the settlers iD tho val- 
ley, to whom tho prospeot of a good school 
in their midst appeared as great a boon that 
they ull expressed their willingnoss to help 
by so many days' work towards the building 
of tho house, which they have done; and for 
which they havo the Bishop's most sincere 
thanks. It is necessary it should be borne 
in mind that until the timu it became known 
that the Bishop hud taken this step in the 
good cause not a word hud been said by any 
other party nbout having a school nt Cow* 
lehan; but then, ns if tho valley had been 
threatened with some foreign invasion, prepa- 
rations were made to oppose and resist the in- 
vading foe ! 

One murning'il saw iu tho reports of tho 
House of Assembly that n small appropria- 
tion of money was made for a school at Cow- 
ichan ; and I havo it from good authority that 
this money has been granted to the Rev. A. 
C. Garrett, or at least to a gentleman teach- 
ing school at his place, (and under his con- 
trol), for abont threo weeks. Now, sir, I 
should like lo know what religious instruc- 
tion is given in that school; and I r.sk what 
hus become of tho prmcipla of " non-sec- 
tarianism," or has it been adopted only to 
oppose the Catholics, who form no smull por- 
tion of this community ? Whore is tho jus- 
lieo in denying assistance to one denominu- j 
tion and affording it to another ? is this 
what tho tepreseiitativos of the people have j 
pledged themselves to ?

If tho condem- 
nation was illegal, the conversion of tho Con- 
rad into an armed cruiser and her commis- 
sion as such were equally so, and she cannot 
claim indemnity from seizure as a man-el- 
war. If, on the other hand, it ho held that 
the condemnation wub sufficient, then is the 
Tuscaloosa entitled lo all the privileges of a 
Bhip of war, one of whioh is rreedom from ar- 
rest."

NEW COLONIZATION SCHEME IN 
NEW ZEA LAND. 

By the last advices from New Zealand, wo 
learn that the land belonging tu the insur- 
gent nutivcB is lo be confiscated, and thnt 
eight million acres are already considered to 
have been forfeited. Thu Government pro- 
poses to tarn this land to advantage at once 
by establishing upon il 20,000 military cot- 
tiers. Every native, moreover, who comes in 
of his own accord, and loyally submits to the 
Queen's authority, is to have a grant of 100 
ncrcs of good kind The military settlers will 
each receive 00 acres of good land and an al- 
lotment of one aoro in the nearest Govern- 
ment township. The rest of the land will be 
sold to defray the cost of the war. By these 
means it is hoped that the country will be 
rapidly pacified nnd settled ; that the political 
power of tho Muories will be entirely da- 
sttoyed, and that the Maories themselves will 
become gradually absorbed into tho political 
system of the colony. Agents of good posi- 
tion arc to be appointed to promote the 
scheme in England. 

The New Zealand Parliamont has already 
pns6ed the necessary measures for carrying 
out this important project. One of those 
measures empowers the Government to bor- 
row £3,000,000 on tho security of the general 
revenue of the country. Of this X1.C00.0O0 
is lo be expended in suppressing the rebellion, 
the remainder is to cover tho half-million loan 
of IS52, and In be spent also in the establish- 
ment ol the military establishments, in sur- 
veys, tho construction of roads and bridges, 
and other permanent works, and in the iniro-

Tho commander of tho Csnfedaratu eruiter 
Tuscaloosa forwarded the following protest 
to Sir Philip Wodehouso, K. C. B., governor 
ot that oolony : — 

" Confoderale States' Ship Tuscaloosa, 
Simon's Bay, Oapo of Good Hop», Deo 28, 
L8!i3. 

Sir — As officer in oommand of the Con- 
federate States' Ship Tusualooss, tender to 
thu Confederate Slates' steamer Alabama, I 
havo to record my protest against tho extra- 
ordinary measures whioh havo beau attcmpUd 
towards tno and thu vussel under my com- 
mand by the British authorities of this col- 
ony. In August last the Tuscaloosa arrived 
in Simon's Bay ; sho was not only recognized 
in the character which she lawfully claimed, 
and still claims ta bo, viz., a commissioned 
ship of war, belonging to a bolligsrent Power, 
but was allowed to rrmaiii in the harbor f»r 
fivo days, Inking in supplies and eQccting re- 
pairs with thu full knowledge and sanction 
of the authorities. Xo intimation was given 
that eho was regarded morsly in the light of 
nn ordinary prize, or that sho was considered 
to be violating the laws of neutrality, nor, 
when she notoriously left fur a cruiso on 
active servico, was any intimation whatever 
conveyed that on her return lo the port of a 
friendly Power, where she had bson reccivsd 
as a man-of-war, she would be regarded as a 
' prize,' as a violator of tho Queen's proclama- 
tion of neutrality, and consequently liable lo 
seizors. Misled by the conduct of her Maj- 
esty's Government, I returtiod to Simon's Bay 
on the 2Cth instant in very urgent need of ro- 
pairs and supplies. Tu my surprise I find 
the Tuscaloosa is now no longer ccmsidsrod 
as a man-of-war, and she has, by your or- 
ders, as I learn, been seized for the purpose 
of being handod over to tho person who 

• lainti her on the behalf of her late owners. 
The charaoter of the vessel, viz., that of a 
lawfully commissioned ship of war of the 
ConleUurale States ol America, has not been 
altered since her first arrival iu Simon's Bay ; 
and she having been once fully reoogmzed by 
tho British authorities to command in this 
cMouj, and no notice or warning of ohange 
of opinion or of friendly feeling having besm 
communicated by public notification or 
otherwise, I was entitled to expect to be 
again i ormitted to outer Simen's Bay with- 
out molestation. In perfect good faith I re- 
turned to Simon's Bay for mora necessaries, 
and in all honor and good faith in return I 
should, on change of opinion or of policy on 
thu part of the British authotities, have boen 
desired to leave tho port agairr; but, by tho 
course of proceedings taken, I have been 
supposing the view now adopted by your 
Excellency's Government to be correct — 
firstly misled, au:l tl.cn entrapped. My posi- 
tion and the character of my ship will most 
certainly be vindicated by my Government. 
I am powerless to resist the sfiront Offered to 
Iho Confederate States of America by your 
Excellency's conduct and proceedings. I de- 
mand, however, tho release of my ship, and if 
this demand be not properly complied with, 
I hereby lortnerly protest against her seizure, 

• specially under the peculiar circumstances 
of the case, I have, kc. 
•' J Lowk, Commanding C.3.S. Tuscaloosa."

The Eust India ami Loudon Shipping 
Company's Steamship Calcutta, Capt. S. H.

Tho lolluwiog summary of Capo news is 
from the Cape Argus of January : — Since 
the departure of the mail ntcauicr Cambrian 
on i no 21st December, tho most interesting; 
event that has occurred has been tho seizure, 
by the Government, under orders from home, 
of the Confederate cruiser Tuscaloosa, for- 
merly the Federal bark Conrad. The Tusca- 
loosa, which was in Simon's Bay more than 
three niontns ago, returned to that port on 
Saturday, Dne. 26. Lieutenant Lowe, her 
commander, reported that sines hor last visit 
thoTuscaloosahad been cruising betweentho 
Cape aud Brazil, snd had spoken noarly 100 
vessels. Hut of that number only one hap- 
penod to bo a Federal. 'I hat one was the 
ship Living Ago, which, having an English 
cargo on board, was released on giving a 
bond. During her cruiso tho Tuscaloosa put 
into ono of the Brazilian ports for water and 
supplies, bul was refused, in consequent af 
which her crow are said to liuve beon placed 
upon short allowance. Lieutenant Lowo 
hoped on this visit to Simon's Bay to get the 
bottom of his vessel recoppcrod, as well as lo 
tako in all thu supplies he needed. But his 
hopes were doomed to disappointment, for on 
tho day after her urrival Admiral Sir Bald- 
win Walker dispatched from tho flag ship a 
lieutenant nnd a boarding party of 2d men to 
taku possession of the Tuscaloosu in the 
Quenn's naino. 'The officer promptly execu- 
ted the order of tho Admiral, und tho vessel 
was seized accordingly. Lieutenant Lowo 
lodged with tho Admiral a formal protest 
against thu seizure, which will bu transmitted 
to tho Homo Government. 'Tho United 
States consul, Mr. Graham, lodged a claim 
to tho vessel on behalf of hor fortnor owners, 
aud has since boen informed by the Govern- 
ment that she will bo detained until she can 
bo handed over to them. Tho point upon 
which tho nuthoritieo at homo dilfcr in opin- 
ion from Mr. Dunnison, who was acting At- 
torney Getioral, and us such legal advisor to 
the Government, when the Tuscaloosa for- 
merly visited the Capo, is us to the compe- 
tency of Captain Beramea to condemn prizes 
without taking thorn to a regularly consti- 
tuted prize court. Such court Capt. S«mmos 
claims to coni.lilute on board the Alabama, 
by viipue of authority from his Government ; 
uid thu question at issue is, whethor that 
court, or pretended court, is e, court whpsu

Another Irisu Bbiuade. — It is contem- 
plated lt> organise nothing Uss than a bri- 
gade "f Irish gentlemen to take servico under 
the King of Denmark in the. present wur. — 
The projector of the dssign is a gentlemen 
well known in leading Cork circles from his 
professional abilities, his social eminence, und 
bis great succeiis in tho hunting field ; in fact, 
none other than the gentleman to whom wa 
lately referred as being the loading octor in a 
romantic ocourreuce in tho counly, through 
which the local theatre was crammed on a 
particular night and a aoug composed and 
sung on the occasion in celobrution of the 
beauty of a lady, the heroine of the sumo in- 
cident. This gentloman has written lo Ihc 
iCinj,' of Denmark, ollering him tho services of 
a hundred Irish gentlemen in the war, tho 
corps to be called the " Alexandra Cent 
Gsrilus," in honor of'ths future Queen of 
England, the King of Denmark's daughter. 
'These hundred gamioineu are all to be men of 
■tationand respectability in the south of Ira- 
land, and arc to equip and mount thumsslvos 
during whatever campaign they may be called 
on to serve in. Their unitorm will consist of 
the nationnl colors, and on Iheir casquos they 
will exhibit the appropriate motto, " Right 
against Might." The designer of this schsms 
has written lo the Prince of Wales asking 
his sanction of the movement, and his pet- 
mission to adopt tho name moutioued for the 
corps. The only return for this oiler to tho 
tint! of Denmark sought for is that His 
Majesty should send a frigate to Cork to 
transport the corps to the seat of war. We 
havo it on excellent authority that 64 gentle" 
men from tho south of Ireland, all of inde- 
pendent mcaus, hnvo already agreed lo tako 
part in the oulerprise, and we have boen fur- 
nished with a long list of the principal names, 
wbioh, howover, we refrain at ptestnt from 
publishing. It is proposed to give a ball in 
the Atboncenm tho night before the brigade 
leavos, and it is arranged that at 6 o'olock in 
thu morning the horses of tho " Cent Gardes " 
will be in waiting for lliem ; that they will 
then mount nnd ride to Quaonslown, where 
they will embark in tho Danish frigate which 
it is believed His Msjesty will send lor them 
and sail away for the theatre of war. The 
project is bo far carried out that several 
geullemou have already purchased horses for 
the campaign and the unifotm of the 
"Gardes" has been determined on. — Cork 
Examiner. 

A New Iron-clad. — Tho armour-plaled 
sloop Enterprise (9!)0 tons burthen), built 
according to the plans of the Navy Construe* 
tor, Mr. Reed, was launched on iho Oth at 
Deptford. Prince Arthur, accompanied by 
Major Klphinstone, witnossod the interesting 
sight. Tho Enterpr'iBO is a wooden ship up 
to hor vraler line, and sho is tho smnllost ves- 
sel plated with four and a-half inch armour 
that has yet beon sol afloat. The dimensions 
of this miniature iron-clad are as follows: — 
Lengthi between perpendioulsrs, 180 feet; 
length, of keol for tonnuge, 151 leet 8 in.; 
extreme breadth, »(1 loot ; moulded breadth, 
34 feel 3 in.; breadth for tonnage, 34 feet, I I 
inch; depth in hold, 16 foot 7 In. The com- 
p'liinent'of her crew will bo 100.

Of the excellency of tho Danish troop?, 
so lar as the mere build ami frame of the 
men are concerned no doubt need be enter- 
tained. Most of them are tall, Hialwari 
yeuths, with while faces, ruddy cheeks, rich 
fiaxun hair, the complexion of woman com- 
bined with more then umnly power of endu- 
rance. The rigor of tho climate seems to 
roako no improssion upon them. Wo had 
snow storms, alt the way from Sleswig. in - 
cessant snow storms ever since we reached 
Sonderbnrg. Oul in tho OOUDtry the snow 
lies on tho roads in heavy drifts ; but the 
men toil through it, day and night; they 
stand on it. lie on it, us if it were their own 
element. They aro all cheerful, good humor- 
ed, fond nf song, and march to the tune ol 
their favorite air, '' Den iappre Land soldat." 
Their clothing is substantially good, and 
admirably suited to thu climate. 'Their 
warm overcoats come up to their very ears, 
and fall dowu to their ankles. The infantry 
are armed with excellent rifles, mostly ol 
Belgian manufacture. Denmark hai no rifle 
regiments, nothing to correspond with the 
Bersagliori of Italy or the Zouaves of France. 
They tell mo all their foot soldiers aro good 
shots with their rifles ; still they may net be 
a tit match for the Styrian and Tyrolean 
harpshuoters, with whom they have to eon- 
eud, whose swiftness of motion the Danes 
have had occasion to admire, and who-e 
dead shots havo already had such terrible 
effect among their officers. Tho Danish 
cavalry is not numerous; the greater part of 
it marched by land from Sleswig to Jutland. 
Hero we have two regiments of dragoons 
and a few hussars. The artillery counts of 
thirteen batteries, eight pieces for each bat- 
tery. The horses, saddle and draught, are 
good, largo-sized, nnd somewhat heavy, but 
fit for the harde.-t work. The Danes are 
anxious for a .good fair trial of strength 
with their enemiss, and the mere appre- 
hension of a cessation of hostilities is gall 
nud wormwood to them. They leel euro that 
the advantages of their present position hero 
fully counterbalance the fearful numerical 
odds by which they might so onsily have bten 
overwhelmed at the DaDnoworke. The con- 
slant march, the incessant outpost duly, at 
the latter stronghold wore out their strength 
nnd spirits; but hero the service is done by 
tho various regiments alternately, which an 
thus allowed sufficient rest, nnd are quartered 
rt their ease about the farms of thu island. 
Under such circuinntunoes the soldiers are 
lively and merry, and eager for thu fray. — 
Their antipathy is especially strong against 
tho Prussians; in whom they recognise the 
foes they combatled in 1849. and t» whoso 
ambition they refur nil the calamities of Den- 
mark. Two hussars of the Ziethonsoben re- 
giment were brought iu prisoners yesterday , 
and the satisfaction with whioh the Danish 
sohlisrs gazed at their Prussian uniforms 
spoke volumos as to their feelings. 

THEIR KNDURANCK AND Blhll FI.I NE. 

Tho powers of endurance of this atom 
Nertlioru race surpass nil belief. 'They are 
out in all weather, as thoroughly at home in 
snow and ice os. in rain and mud. They are 
no unworthy descendants of those Cimbrians 
who astonished the Honians of Murine so 
many centuries since by sporling half naked 
in the snow, and making sledges of their 
shields to slide down the icy slopes of the 
Alps— a rehearsal of tho frolics tboy were 
wont to indulgo in at their Northern home. 
'Those whom tho clouds have drenched in the 
night, tho wind, please God, will dry by day. 
I have often praised the length und width, 
the thorough fitness and c uifort of their great 
overcoats; they aro made of coarse spongy 
eloth, however lhoy must drink in the mois- 
ture greedily and only let it oil leisurely. I 
have no great faitli in their thick Wellington 
boots either, and I would rather see foot 
soldiers supplied with the good light shuos 
and tight gaiiurs of the Zouave. No mete 
shoe leather can be proof against many 
hour's trudging in the deep snow, and the 
boot, which is at all times too hot and haru 
for pedestrian exercise, is apt to become a 
reservoir in very heavy wot. Soaked or 
nipped, or numbed as they may bo, however, 
these Dsnes always evince the samo amount 
ef manly impas»ability. They stand, they ' , 
lie, they march as lhoy aro bidden, never, I A 
apparently, hotding any of the scourges with 
whioh heaven may please to visit them. 
'Their mutual good nature, thoir deference lo 
their officers, their goodwill and courtesy lo 
all men, never belie themselves on tho road 
or in barracks, under canvas or iu citizen 
quarters, There is no instance, I believe, 
ol a complaint against any of them. 'The 
fact is, they are all educated, highly civilised 
men. They havo a self rcspocl and dignity 
which Bland them instead of tho most efficient 
dieoipline ; and Ihey are treated by iheir 
superiors with a familiar friendlinoss whioh 
could only be safely shown to men who know 
their place. 'Thoir usual demeanour is not 
gay, not boisterously gay, I should say. Their 
march is steady and silent, always in com- 
pact masses; I hardly saw any voluntary 
stragglers or laggards even in tho disastrous 
retreat from the Dannowerke. They seem 
to have a natural instinct for order; they In 1 1 
into their ranks 03 it were by mere lorce of 
gravity. Thoy may bo ro lied upon for stone- 
wall firmness, I believe, for unshaken lortitude 
under direct trials. Anything like dush 
and imputes, what the Preace cnll ilan, is not, 
I should think, to be expected ol them. 
There is, let me be understood, nothing like 
gloom or sullenness, nothing of the bang-dog 
look nbout them. They indulge in u Bong at 
times, crack their joke, and havo their sub- 
dued talk to while away thu weariness of 
thoir long Danish miles; but, on the whole, 
they ore a quiet, earnest, imperturbable set. 
To sou one ot their squadrons of dragoons 
walkiug their horses at a sober pace, sitting 
on their saddles bolt uptight, demure, mute, 
eaoh with a china pipe hanging from his 
mouth, Iho pipes us like each other us if they 
were part and parcel of their uniforms, is a 
remarkable eight— refreshing, edifying.
